Cover the holes, 
pressing the soil solid. At the expiration of ten days cover the whole 
with two inches of fresh loam. In eight weeks or less the mushrooms 
will appear. Success with mushrooms greatly depends on uniform 
temperature.

The Lawn. 


A good lawn is one of the most pleasing features 
connected with a country or suburban home. To pro- 
duce a good lawn, proper drainage and careful prepar- 
ation of the ground is necessary. If any beds for 
flowers are to be arranged in the plot, or any trees 
planted therein, it should be done beforehand. Grade 
or level the ground tothe desired form of surface. If 
in any place the ground should be removed to the sur- 
face of the sub-soil, enough ofthe latter should be 
taken away to replace with six or eight inches of top 
soil. Plow or dig up the surface thoroughly toa depth 
of twelve to fourteen inches and incorporate with it a 
liberal supply of well rotted manure, or bone dust. 
The latter is at all times preferable being more durable 
in its effects and free from weed seeds which are al- 
ways contained in more or less quantities in stable 
manure. Ifthe soil is of fair quality, soopounds of the 
bone meal tothe acre will suffice; if poor, 1,000 pounds 
will be required. Before sowing the seed harrow the 
ground well until reduced to a-fine surface. Use 
about seventy pounds of seed to the acre; after sowing 
rake in slightly andto finish up with, roll the surface 
well. The seed can either be sown as early in the 
spring as the ground is in good condition, or in Sep- 
tember. There will be always more or less weeds ap- 
pear in a new lawn; these should be taken out or they 
will overcome and smother the grass seed. When the 
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young grass is four to six inches high it must be mown 

but not too shortly; continue cutting it at intervals; an 

occasional mowing is always beneficial. In case of 
severe dry weather occasionally watering in the even- 
ing.

Plants are known and described generally as Annu- 
als, Bienniais and Perennials. 

ANNUALS are those plants that flower and mature 
their seed within a year after they are sown, and then 
perish. 

TENDER ANNUALS are those that require heat, and 
will not vegetate in the open ground until settled 
warm weather. 

HatF Harpy ANNUALS are those that will beara 
slight frost, and may be sown in open ground a little 
earlier than tender annuals. 

BIENNIALS are those plants that flower the second 
and sometimes the third year after the seed is sown, 
and then perish. 

PERENNIALS are those plants that live and generate 
their species for several years successively. 


Soils Most Suitable—The soil best adapted to a 
majority of plants is a light friable loam, containing a 
moderate amountof vegetable matter, andsand enough 
to render it porous; but as it seldom happens that the 
amateur has achoice of soil, it is fortunate that most 
of them wili succeed in any but such as is of an ex- 
tremely gravelly nature, or of a stiff, heavy, retentive 
quality 

Manures.— ihe use of strong, crude manures should 
be carefully avoided. In ordinary good soil an annual 
dressing of decomposed stable manure, dug in to depth 
of about ten inches, and thoroughly incorporated with 
the soil, will be all that is needed. 

Time of Sowing.—With regard to the proper time 
for sowing Flower Seed, much necessarily depends on 
the character of the season. As a general rule, they 
may be sown in open ground about the middle of May. 


The best method to obtain early flowers is to sow 
seed of the most desirable, tender and half hardy 
species in pots, early in March. If kept in a warm 
greenhouse or window, or plunged into a moderate 
hot-bed, they will be ready to transplant to open 
ground early in May. The season of blooming will be 
full three weeks earlier thereby. 

Modes of Sowing.—Seeds may be sown in patches 


| 


among the border plants, in 1ows or groups, where 
they are to remain, or in a nursery bed,and afterwards - 
transplanted. Asageneral rule, the surface soilshould 
be rather dry than otherwise at the time of sowing; 
the operation should not be undertaken when the 
ground is very wet, especially at an early period of 
spring. 

The Depth at which Seeds Should be Sown will 
vary with their size. Large seeds, such as Lupins, 
Marvel of Peru or Sweet Peas, should be sown about 
half an inch deep; medium size seeds, such as Balsams, 
Convolvulus or Thunbergia, about a quarter of an 
inch deep; while such as are very small require to be 
sown on the actual surface, a slight pressure being 
then sufficient to imbed them to a proper depth. If 
sown too deep, they are longer in germinating, and 
the smaller ones are liable to decay, through want of 
strength to open the pores of the earth. In absence 
of rain, water the seed occasionally from a fine rose 
watering pot. 


Transplanting. As soon as the seedlings are an 
inch high, transplant to different parts of the garden. 
Remove the plants carefully with a small garden 
trowel, retaining as much of the soil to the roots as 
possible. Place the large growing kinds in the rear, 
and the small in front; above all things, avoid crowd- 
ing them. Transplanting should, if possible, be per- 
formed in cloudy weather or towards evening; and, 
unless the soil is wet, the seedlings should be slightly 
watered, to settle the soil about the roots, shading them 
for a day or two afterwards, if necessary. 


Neatness is indispensable in a flower garden, and 
neither the variety nor beauty of the plants will com- 
pensate for its absence. As the plants advance in 
growth, frequent weeding and hoeing will be neces- 
sary, as well for the sake of neatness as to stimulate: 
their growth. Tie the tall growing kinds to neat rods 
or sticks, and train the vines or climbers on trellises, 
strings or poles.
